Jv grams, the economic dilemma, and that whole familiar train of 

forces have been playing on libraries long enough to make quite obvi- 
ous an emergency situation which must be seriously faced. The demand for 
informal education as well as recreation has increased and spread until it is 
now increasingly audible at the doors of the smaller library as well as the city 
library. The branch library, the small town library, the county library, are 
questioning “What can we do?” What can the extensive literature on adult 
education in libraries yield for us? What of it is applicable to today’s situa- 
tion? What are a few of the more pertinent writings that will give us a steer? 

The literature on adult education in small libraries is very meager. In the 
way of general suggestions there are certain sections of the original report of 
the A.L.A. Commission on the Library and Adult Education, Libraries and 
adult education (portions of Chapters VIII and X, of Part 1) ; there are some 
suggestions in the bulletin, Adult Education and the Library (v. 3, no. 4, Oc- 
tober, 1928, p.104-105, “Again the small library” )* ; and in a mimeographed 
circular, The small library as an. educational center.* 

Experiences in developing adult educational services in smaller libraries 
have been reported in a few articles in library periodicals : ‘“The small library 
as a factor in adult education” by Lilly M. E. Borresen (South Dakota Library 
Bulletin 10 :60-66, Dec. 1924) ; “The public library and adult education” by 
Ida F. Wright of the Evanston (Ill.) Public Library (Jllinois Libraries 
12:154-157, 1930) ; and “Advisory service without an adviser” by Anna F. 
Hoover of the Galesburg Public Library (Jilinois Libraries 12:158-161, 
1930). 

Such material has suggestive value but is not to be sought as formulae. 
Formulae, procedures, patterns, are only tentatively valid in adult educa- 
tion which is a trend more than a program. This seems to be especially true 
in a time such as the present when social and educational trends are rapidly 


NEMPLOYMENT, the “new leisure,” emergency education pro- 
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shifting, a time of experimentation in which a public service institution needs 
to steer by main objectives rather than precedents. 

However, the literature of adult education is not meager in writings of an 
objective nature. It is unusually rich in these thoughtful considerations of 
the ultimate purposes and accomplishments to be sought. It is perhaps better 
in times such as these which are demanding re-evaluation and re-orientation 
that we go to the best of these general studies which consider main principles 
and objectives. Having absorbed such main principles and objectives, we 
may become opportunists, adapting the facilities at hand and letting methods 
and detailed procedure develop according to the requirements of each new 
day. 

Outstanding in such fundamental literature is the report of the Commis- 
sion on the Library and Adult Education of the A. L. A. known as Libraries 
and adult education (Macmillan, 1926, $2.50). Compiled several years ago, 
this report was so thorough, so long-visioned, that it remains valid today as 
perhaps the best statement on general principles and the best guide to general 
modes of attacking the problem. There are chapters on special phases that 
may be omitted by the reader in a hurry, but the whole book is worth a careful 
reading for the broad understanding and background that it can give. 

From the earlier years of adult education emphasis there remains another 
broad statement of purposes and aims in relatively brief form which is stimu- 
lating and valuable today. This is Voluntary education through the public 
library* by Judson T. Jennings, librarian of the Seattle Public Library, and 
the chairman of the original A.L.A. Commission on the Library and Adult 
Education. 

From England, however, comes one of the most inspiring, as well as clear, 
statements of the possibilities and desired objectives of informal education 
through libraries. This is the presidential address of Sir Henry A. Miers 
of the (British) Library Association, delivered at the Bournemouth Con- 
ference in 1932. It is reprinted in Library Journal (58 :333-341, April 15, 
1933) as “Adult education in relation to libraries.” 

A good reminder of some of the educational opportunities that are ours 
today is the report of a Sub-Committee of the National Commission on the 
Enrichment of Adult Life, Carl H. Milam, chairman, entitled Adult educa- 
tion advisers in public libraries.* Note particularly the four types of service 
which are stressed in the first part of this report, types of service which these 
emergency years have especially demanded. 

For a look into the possible future, see the brief article, “The librarian as

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a professor of adult education,” by the director of the American Association 
for Adult Education, Morse A. Cartwright (Library Journal 57 :801-803, 
October 1, 1932). Read, or reread, especially the last three paragraphs which 
draw an imagined likeness of this new professor. 

To turn to practical matters, what can be learned about reference aids in 
planning reading courses, and particularly about the available readable books 
for those of average or sub-average reading ability? The active librarian of 
the smaller library probably already possesses and knows the use of the more 
important guides. In case she wants to check up on something useful that 
has been overlooked, there are “Tools for the readers’ adviser” by Alice M. 
l'arquhar, readers’ adviser of the Chicago Public Library (Library Journal 
55 :1008-10, Dec. 15, 1930) and “Tools for the readers’ adviser’’* by Jennie 
\l. Flexner, readers’ adviser of the New York Public Library (Adult Educa- 
tion and the Library 5 :3-11, January, 1930), and a supplement to this added 
by Miss Flexner (in 4. L. A. Bulletin 25 :147, April, 1931). 

For complete reviews of the various lists and studies of readable books, 
see the editorial pages of the Booklist for February, March, and April, 1934.* 

A good file of lists of readable books is a great boon, but it is equally 
valuable to spend some thought and study on the problem of what makes 
a book readable. It is also important to realize that our accomplishments 
in informal education are going to be conditioned by the supply of readable 
books and by our ability to detect readability and suit the degrees of difficulty 
to the abilities of readers. Very pertinent in these connections are the intro- 
duction to Readable books in many subjects by Emma Felsenthal (A. L. A., 
1929, 40c.) and Chapter VI of The humanizing of knowledge by James 
!larvey Robinson (Doran, rev. ed., 1926, $1.50). 

Recent years of tribulation are bringing home to libraries—to all public 
and semi-public institutions, for that matter—that they can no longer develop 
in isolation, that the day of social interdependence is here. The library 
perhaps crosses and dovetails more other adult educational activities than any 
one institution. Its efficiency as one of these adult education agencies depends 
to a considerable extent on its alertness to developments in the fellow organ- 
izations in that field. 

For sheer delight, for stimulation, for broad information and background 
on the whole broad-spread adult education movement in America, there are 
two contributions of the president of the American Association for Adult 
[ducation, Dorothy Canfield Fisher. One is her brief article, “Tempting the 
adult back to learning,”* in the New York Times Magazine of March 4, 1934.

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If this whets the appetite, there is her feast in book form, Why stop learning 
(Harcourt, 1927, $2). Few available writings will open up in so tangible 
a way the view of the immense possibilities and potentialities of this thing 
called adult education. 

To keep currently abreast of developments means keeping in touch with 
the activities and publications of the A.A.A.E. For an understanding 
of what this organization is, how it came to be, and what it does, read the 
explanatory article, “The American association for adult education” (Adult 
Education and the Library 3 :g1-103, October, 1928).* 

Having gotten this background information on the Association, its origin 
and development, there remains then to follow closely the Journal of the 
American Association for Adult Education, published quarterly, which in- 
cludes excellent articles by those who are thinking ahead in various fields 
of adult education, and which gives thoroughly the news of all manner of 
adult educational activities. 

The A.A.A.E. has just issued the Handbook of adult education in the 
United States, 1934 (New York, 60 East 42d St., $2)** which gives 
some idea of the tremendous scope and ramifications of the whole movement 
both nationally and locally. Thirty-six different national phases of adult 
education (agricultural extension, correspondence schools, forums, parent 
education, little theaters, vocational guidance, workers’ education, etc.) are 
each covered in a descriptive article by an authority, which is followed by 
a quite complete listing of local agencies operating in each particular field. 
A brief description of the scope and work of each local agency is given. 
Thus it is not only a very useful tool to the library which would act as an 
information agency on adult education opportunities, local and national, 
but an interesting panorama of the workings of a powerful idea throughout 
the nation. 

THE preparation of the hospital list by the A. L. A. Hospital Libraries 
Committee has been unavoidably delayed. The list which usually has ap- 
peared in the November and May Booklists will be printed in the June issue.
